Former Governor Smith Fol- 
lows Closely in His Address 
Along Lines of the Speech 
He Was Scheduled to Deliv- 
er Some Time Ago at 7 
cross, Ga. 
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In the presence of a large and ap- 
preciative audience, former Governor © 
Hoke Smith, at the Auditorium- 
Armory last night, discussed the is- 
sues involved in the campaign for 
governor of Georgia, and stated his 
reasons for believing that the people 
of the state should reseat him in the 
office which was wrested from him by 
Governor Joseph M. Brown two years 
ago. 

It was the first political speech 
which the former governor has de- 
livered since the opening of the pres- 
ent campaign, and it followed closely 
along the lines of the speech which 
he planned to deliver at Waycross 
several days ago had not his sudden 
fliness prevented him from keeping 
the appointment. 

And, since it was the governor's first 
political speech, and it was delivered 
in his home town, there was a great 
attendance of his supporters to cheer 
him in the battle for the governor's 
chair. Every seat in the large audi- 
torium was taken, and it ts estimated 
that fully 8,000 people were in at- 
terance. 

Crowd Assemblies Early.

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UUUD ROADS BILL 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


State Highway Commis: 
sion Is Established. 


Measure Provides for the Cre- 
ation of a State Road Fund 
From a Special Tax to Be 
Collected From the Owners 
ef Automobiles, 


The house of mepresentatives took a 
long stride in the direction of the im- 
provement of road conditions in Geor- 
gia yesterday afternoon when it 
passed the bill by Mr. Hardman, of 
Jackson, establishing a state highway 
commission and creating a state roa4 
fund from a special tax to be col- 
ected from owners of automobiles. 

The bill provides that the highway 
commission shall be composed of one 
commissioner, an assistant commis- 
gioner, the state geologist, the profes- 
sor of civil engineering at the state 
university and the professor of en- 
gineering at the state agricultural co)- 
lege at Dahlonega. The commissioner 
is to receive an annua] salary of §$3,- 
000, and the assistant a salary of 
$1,800. The other members of the 
commission ane to serve without sal- 
ary, and are to act in an advisory 
eapacity to the commissioner and his 
assistant. 

Will Ald County Officials. 

It is made the duty of the commis- 
sioner to have his office in the eapitol. 
and he is authorized to cooperate with 
county officials in the location and 
construction of roadways, the selec- 
tion and testing of materials for road 
building and to aid them in various 
other ways which may become necex- 
sary in the process of improving the 
roads of the state. 

For the purpoge of maintaining the 
commission and to- meet the expense 
incident to the discharge of the duties | 
thereof, a state road fund is estab- 
lished by levying annual tax of 
$2 upon automobiles of two-passengsr 
capamity and $4 upon automobiles of 
four-passenger capacity or more. When 
more than $10,000 is coliected in the 
manner prescribed, the overplus is :o 
be returned to the counties from which 
it was collected to be used in road im- 
provement.

New Orleans. Avgust 5.—Southern 
bankers are taking a hopeful view of 
the situation created by the action of 
English bankers in demanding that 
cotton bills of lading, sent with drafts 
to foreign ports, should be guaranteed 
by American banks. 

The position of many banks in the 
south is at the same time one of 
doubtfulness as to guaranteeing bills 
of lading. Many banking institutions 
are yet to be convinoed that they casa 
Make such guarantee without endan- 
gering their assets. It is asserted 
that national banks, under the law. 
cannot guarantee bills of lading, ana 
that state banks will net make such 
Buarantee because they are unwilling 
tO assume the financia] responsibilitv 
thus entailed. 

On the other hand, bankers of New 
Orleans and other southern cities say 
they would not object to validating 
certificates, but that this would be as 
far as they would care to go in insur- 
ing buyers of American cotton against 
loss by possible fraudulent practices.

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DETECTIVES:SOLVE MYSTERY 
OF MAYOR BOUSMAN'S DEATH 


Ridgeway, Va., August 5.—Detective 
Joseph Funk, of the Baldwin Detective 
Agency, of Roanoke, Va., who has been 
investigating the dynamite explosion 
which ¢aused the death of Mayor A. H. 
Bousman, of Ridgeway, on the night of 
Sunday, July 24, is satisfied that he 
has solved the mystery. His inquiries 
have convinced him that the case was 
a peculiar horrible one of self-destruc- 
tion. He has so reported to the ‘town 
counct] of Ridgeway, and the report 
has been accepted officially and is 
universally believed to be -correct even 
by Bousman’s closest friends. 

Mr. Bousman was q@eeply in debt, and 
the belief now is that the mortifica- 
tion of fajlure, financia] ruin and the 
dread of poverty for his family, which 
he maintained always comfortably and 
in good style, drove him to desperate 
means to save himself at the cost of 


mutilation, of being cripple the rest 
of his days and of deadly risk of his 
life. He held an accident insurances 
policy for $6,000, and had recently 
taken out two life policies, one for 
$1,000 and another for $2,000, for which 
he gave his note. 

A paper bag found wrapped about 
some dynamite in bushes near the may- 
home the day following the ex- 
plosion was identified as one he got 
at a store the day of his death. He 
had recently. experimented with dyna- 
@nite. It is believed he lay on his 
lawn at night, touched the fuse of a 
stick of dynamite with his lighted 
cigar, balanced it on his legs and 
awaited results. There was no hole in 
the ground under the tree and it is 
claimed both legs could not have been 
blown off at the same point unless 
the dynamite had fallen directly across 
the limbs,

Ex-President Favors Di- 


rect Nomination Bill. 


New York State Politics En- 
gaged the Editor’s Attention 
Throughout the Day—Re- 
ceived Many Callers. 


New York, August 5.—Theodore 
Roosevelt talked over the approach- 
ing state campaign today with Assem- 
blyman George Green, of Brooklyn, 
cne of Governor Hughes’ most loyal 
supporters in. the assembly.

Discusses Illinois Visit.

Morrisey, of Chi- 
cago, president of the Railway Em- 
playees’ Investors’ Association, and 
former grand master of the Order of 
Railway Trainmen, was another caller. 
The colonel said they discussed his 
coming visit to Illinois, on his western 
trip. 

In the course of a conversation be- 
tween Colonel Roosevelt and several of 
his visitors, the name of John Mitchell, 
former president of the United Mine 
Workers of America, was mentioned as 
a possible candidate for the repub- 
lican nomination for governor. Colonel 
Roosevelt was interested greatly in 
the suggestion, although he would 
not express any opinion as to his wis- 
dom. He said he regarded Mr. Mitch- 
ell highly; that he was one of the 
men on whom he depended for axssist- 
ance when he wag in the white house, 
and ta@at he thought very highly of 
Mr. Mitchell's judgment. 

Mitchell Not a Partisan. 

Mr. Mitchell has been a resident of 
Mount Vernon, a suburb of New York, 
for more than two years.

Al- 
though he ‘s a republican, he never 
has bean active in politics and, in fact, 
has been so little of a partisan that 
at the time of the last presidential 
campaign his name was mentioned as 
a possible candidate for the democratic 
nomination for vice president.

Senate Passes Bill Which Has 
Been Strongly Recommend- 
ed by Governor as Means to 
Enable State to Pay Teach- 
ers More Promptly. \ 


Two hours of the piggy imer ages 
of the senate yesterday were consumed 
in debating what special orders should 
be set for the day. Finally the Ellijay 
city court bill, the anti-pistol toting 
bill and the Slater bill to increase the 
governor's borrowing capacity wefe 
settled upon. ; 

The looked-for partisan wrangle ovr 
the Slater bill did not develop. In- 
stead the measure was put through 
amidst the most perfect calm. This 
measure has been recommended by 
Governor Brown as 4 means to enable 
the state to pay the teachers mofe 
promptly. It has been warmly op- 
posed by former Governor Smith. 

When the bill was taken up ard 
put on its passage, Senator Burwell 
spoke (for it. He said several 
measures for paying the teachevs 
promptly had been suggested, but he 
thought there was no harm in the 
proposal and that the chief executive 
could be counted upon to exercise 
judgment in carrying out the power 
conferred in the bill. 

Bill Adopted, 33 to 4. 

The bill was adopted by a vote of 
33 to 4.. Those voting in the nega- 
tive were Senators Harrell, Jackson, 
Rutherford and Womble. The-bill was 
immediately transmitted to the house. 

This bill allows the governor to bor- 
row $500,000 to meet Sy Bae 
instead of $200,000. 

The bill by Fullbright, o urke, and 
White, of Screven. requiring a license 
to be secured from the county ordi- 
nary before a citizen could carry a 
gun or revolver on the streets was 
next taken up and passed. 

The bill passed the house on June 
28 by a vote of 100 to 25. 

The measure does not authorize a 
person to carry concealed weapons, 
but does require every man who car- 
ries a weapon to have a license from 
the ordinary and to have deposited a 
peace bond of $100. The~ applicant 
must pay 50 cents for a license, good 
for three years. The law does not 
apply to officers of the state or na- 
tional government authorized to make 
arrests. 

The vote on the bill was 29 to 2.

We 
now have more than 500 state banks, 
the number being increased almost 
daily, which require semi-annval ex- 
aminations. To do this work well and 
give proper supervisgfon in the inter- 
ests of stockholders, depositors and 
patrons, the most efficient help is re- 
quired. Men capable of doing the 
work expected of them cannot be em- 
ployed under the present law.

. Buperintendent R. V. La Dow, of the 
Lureau of prisons, United States d 
partment of justice, left Atlanta sole 
terday for Washington, after confer- 
‘ring with Warden W. H. Moyer and Dr. 
A. L. Fowler in regard to putting iato 
effect the federal parole law passed at 
the last session of congress. 

Mr. La Dow will return to pe 
in October, and at that time the board 
‘will hold a formal meeting and begin 
.to put into effect the provisions of 
the parole law. This law provides that 
any United States prisoner sentenced 
for a terin of over ohe year, whe has 
served one-third of the prescribed 


term,' maybe paroled. . 
The act providing fer the parole of 
federal prisoners was introduced.in the 


senate two years ago by Senator Ba- 


con, of Geprgia, by request, and aftet 
a hard fight, !was. passed. A similar 
measure was introfuced in the. hous¢ 
one adopted, with ‘slight amendment 

A conference. between the two houses 
resulted in an agreement, and the bill 
Was appreved by President Taf: 
June. 25, 1910. 

The board at parole for the United 
States penitentiary at Atlanta was the 
first organized under the new law. Mr. 
La Dow is chairman of the’ board) 
Warden Moyer and Dr. Fowler, the 
other two’ members. The chief clerk 
of the prison is the secretary of the 
board. . 

Of the 800 inmates of the Atlanta 
penitentiary, it ds roughly . estimated 
that about 200 have served one-third 
of their terms and are eligible for pa- 
role if they have the other require- 
ments. The prisoner may be released 
and allowed on parole outside :. the 
prison, or may even be allowed to re- 
turn home, in the discretion of thé 
board. 

It also. states: 

“If the warden of the prison. or pén- 
itentiary from which the prisoner was 
paroled or said board of parole Or any 
r.ember thereof shall have réliable in- 
formation that the prisoner has vio- 
lated his parole, the warden, at any 
time within the term of terms of’ the 
prisoner’s sentence, may issue@ his war- 
rant to any officer hereinafter author- 
ixetl to execute the same, for the re- 
tak ng of such prisoner.’

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The code of the laws of Georgia 4s 
revised by Judge John L. Hopkins w4s 
adopted by the house of represent&- 
| tives. yesterday morning by the vote $f 
124 to 24. 2 

The bill adopting the code was iin- 
troduced by Representatives Jones, of 
Meriwether; Brown, of Carroll, and 
Lawrence, of Chatham. In addition to 
providing that the state should adopt 
the code, the bill provides that $30,000, 
Or as much thereof as may be neces- 
sary, be appropriated for the purpose 
of publishing the code and putting it 
in shape for use. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, led the opposition 
to the code on‘ the ground that it }s 
imperfect and contains lawss which 
have already been repealed. He did 
not deny the necessity for a new code, 
but said that it should be a perfect 
one. 

Praise the Hopkins Code. 

Mr. Barrett, of Stephens; Mr. Jones, 
of Meriwether; Mr. Lawrence, of Chat- 
ham, and several others spoke xin favor 
of adopting the code, declaring that 
the work of Judge Hopkins is one of 
the best that could possibly be secured. 

After considerable argument the 
house passed the bill by Mr. Harde- 
man, of Jefferson, increasing the sal- 
ary of P. A. Methvin, state pure food 
inspector, from $1,600 to $2,500 per an- 
num. 

Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, and 
others favoring the bill, stated that 
the position of pure food inspector is a 
most responsible position and that it 
requires a man of unusual skill to dis- 
charge the duties of the office. They 
stated that Mr. Methvin has been 
offered another position at a salary of 
twice the amount he is! paid by the 
state and that if the state expected to 
retain his services his salary must be 
increased. 

The argument was advanced against 
the bill: that another man could be 
secured at the same salary who could 
do the work iust as well, and Mr. 
Heard, of Vooly, stated he had just as 
s00n have a negro inspect his cott or 
corn, ‘because anybody can tell en 
it is decayed or unfit for use.” & 

The house took the view that the in- 
spector is worth the amount asked and 
increased his salary by the vote of 103 
to 61. 

“Clean Sheet’? Bill Passed. 

The “clean sheet” bill, -or the bill 
providing that hotels shall be required 
to furnish clean linen to each guest, 
furnish screens for windows and doors 
of dining rooms and kitchens, see that 
the water is not contaminated and 
provide fire escapes when the hotel 
is more than three stories high, was 
passed without opposition. It applies 
only to hotels charging $2 per day or 
more. 

The original bill was introduced by 
Mr. Brown, of Fulton, but it was pass- 
ed by a substitute, which was intro- 
duced by Mr. McElreath, of Fulton. 

The bill to abolish the city court of 
Cordele caused some debate in the 
house. Mr. Fields, of Crisp, introduced 
the bill, but it was opposed by Mr. 
Porter, of Floyd; Mr. Reese, of Glynn, 
and Mr. Heard, of Dooly, who stated 
their belief that from what they have 
heard they do not believe the people 
of Crisp county desire the court abol- 
ished. 

In support of this bill Mr. Fields de- 
clared that Crisp county has a repre- 
sentative in the house who is able to 
to look after the interests of the coun- 
ty without any outside assistance, and 
that, living there, he is in just a little 
better position to know the wishes of 
the county than is a man who lives 
in some other part of the state. He 
said further-that the bill provided 
that the question should be submitted 
to a vote of the people. 

The house sided with the gentleman 
from Crisp and passed his bill by the 
vote of 110 toAs. 

A companion bill, introduced by Mr. 
Fields, was also passed providing that 
the superior court should hold twvw 
terms in Crisp county instead of one 
each year. ‘

Senate bill 287, by Mr. Slater, to in- 
crease the governor's borrowing pow- 
er from $200,000 to $500,000. The bill 
requires @n amendment of the state 
constitution. 

House bill 52, by Mr. Fullbright, of 
Burke, and Mr. White, of Screven, to re- 
quire any citizen carrying a revolver 
to have a license from the county ordi- 


nary. 
Senate bill 241, by Mr. Day, to estab- 


lish the city court of Ellijay. 

The other two special orders were 
adopted without much opposition, but 
a very aggressive and determined 
fight was made on Senator Day’s bill. 
Before the close of the session all 
three had been passed by the senate 
by safe majorities. 

Pleads for His Bill. 

Senator Day, in a forceful speech 
urging his bill, said he was 82 years of 
age; that he had been in public life a 
long time—since the constitutional 
convention of 1877—but that his pres- 
ent term of service was probably his 
last. He pleaded with his colleagues 
not to turn him down on this measure 
of purely local importance in which 
his people were intensely interested. 

He charged the opposition with 
“butting in,” and said it was the first 
time in his legislative experience he 
had. known of such a thing being done. 
He denied that Judge Gober or Judge 
Morris had anything to do with the 
matter, but he did say that the court 
was needed because Judge Morris “did 
not have time to hold court in Gil- 
mer.”

The point was made that there was 
no machinery provided in the bill for 
holding the election; that over 300 
voters of the county had been dis- 
franchised and could not vote. 

Senator Thompson asked if the regis- 
trare of Gilmer county were not legal 
officers. Senator Day admitted they 
were. . 

“Do you mean to say they have acted 
corruptly in striking the names of 
these voters from the registration 
list?” he continued. 

“I mean to say they acted wrong- 
fully and unjustly,” asserted Senator 
Day with equal vehemence. 

Bloquence and pathos, satire and 
irony permeated the whole debate. 
Senator Longley spoke for the adop- 
tion of the bill on the ground of sena- 
torial courtesy. Senator Burwell 
thought the senate was wasting time 
in considering it in view of the action 
of the house in failing to pass the 
measure. On the final vote, however, 
he supported the bill. 

Senator Mathews referred to the 
statement on the floor of the house 
that one of the opponents of the bill 
had been corruptly influenced with 
money, and said the statement had not 
been denied.

“AT GRAYS STATION

this afternoon. The firing came from 
the opposite side of Grays Station 
from which the celebration was held, 
and crowds of townspeople and vis- 
itors streamed, toward the sound of 
shooting. They found the Etheridges 
lying dead in front of Luther Morton’s 
store. The sheriff and his deputies 
already had hurried the Mortons to 
temporary shelter, but knots of men 
talking of revenge caused uneasiness. 
The situation grew threatening and 
troops were asked for, two companies 
leaving here at Sheriff Brooks’ request 
early in the evening. 


General Scott Orders Out Troops. 

Acting upon advices received in At- 
lanta about 9 o’clock last night, Adju- 
tant General Scott ordered out two 
companies of troops from Macon, Ga., 
to Gray, Ga, to aid the sheriff in up- 
holding the law there. 

According to the story received in 
Atlanta, there was a double killing in 
Gray, and the siayers had barricaded 
themselves in a house’ which a mob 
was besieging. The sheriff was unable 
to protect them and the call for troops 
followed) 

As soon as it was received General 
Scott ordered out Companies C and F, 
of the Second regiment. 

In another section of the little 
town the two Etheridges and a 
cousin, Will Kitchins, rode up to the 
little store kept by Luther Morton and

At 1:15 p. m. all was quiet at Grays.

The sheriff had his four prisoners 
hidden at Clinton, 2 miles from Grays, 
on the road to Macon. When a news- 
paper automobile arrived at Clinton 
shortly after 10 o'clock, Sheriff Brooks 
warned the correspondents to g0 no 
further, as he could not guarantee 
them protection at Grays where, he sai4, 
the Etheridge and Kitehins factions 
had made up their minds to burn and 
dynamite all property of the Mortons. 
The warning was not taken seriously, 
and arriving at Grays the newspaper 
men found tha little village very much 
stirred over the tragedy. No further 
violence has been done, and the crowds 
about the corners and on the streets 
are not demonstrative.

Etheridge were removed by their 
friends to the home of the latter, 2 
miles from Grays. All -was quiet 
around the threatened: store. 

Origin of Trouble.

A week ago they met on 
the street here and following an argu- 
ment, Morton fired three times at Eth- 
erlidge, but fajled to injure him. No case 
was made out against the former. To- 
day the two Etheridges, accompanied 
by Clinton Kitchins, rode up to the 
Morton store to bring matters to 4 
conclusion. Will Morton agreed to 
fight Kitchins with his firsts. They got 
together and Morton called out that 
he was whipped.

The market opened steady with Au- 
gust 1:lower and old months 9@12 
points lower and after a brief rally of 
a few points continued its downward 
course, reaching lowest figures in the 
late afternoon, when bears made a de- 
termined effort to force stop loss sell- 
ing.

What Commercial Agencies. 
Say About Busiress. 

New York, August 5.—Bradstreet’s 
tomorrow will say that trade reports 
are still quiet for full demand, though 
the advance of the season and the force 
of ¢rops toward harvest has aided in 
enlarging jobbing demand at some,im- 
portant western centers. Chicago and 
St. Louis report the first of the fall 
jobbing excursions, helping to @x pand 
trade at these cities, while rather bet- 
ter results of spring wheat harvest are 
evoking. more optimistic reports from 
northwestern centers. ‘Buying is still 
conservative, however. Retail trade is 
still confined largely to clearance sales 
of summer goods at concessions... At 
the east, there is slightly more doing 
in some line’ for fall. Cotton mill 
goods feel the curtailment of produc- 
tion in steadinéss in price, and raw 
wool of fleece grades is still active, 
despite the rather sharp advances not- 
ed last week.

In leading industries there are few 
new features.

Hew Trust-Busting Works. 
(Jasper in Lesi:ie’s.) 

The other day, at Philadelphia, sev- 
eral manufacttirers of umbrella mate- 
rials were fined $1.00) each in the fed- 
eral court for illeguily combining to 
restrain trade. What was the truth? 
It was shown on te trial clearly that 
several years ago, because of deadly 
competition in this line of business. 
many of these firms were almost 
forced into bankruptcy. An agreement 
was thereupon made that they would 
stop cutthroat competition and regu- 
late prices, so that they could keep 
their establishments open. their work- 
men employed and their customers 
satisfied. This did not increase the 
cost of umbrellas. That was not the 
charge made against the manufac- 
turers. They did precisely what the 
press dispatches of July 15 reported 
that the peerage oe Wool Growers’ As- 
sociation was doing. viz., had an un- 
dertanding not to sell at a loss. They 
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state without any platform or princi- 
ples, and the people are going to right 


the great wrong which was done two} 


years ago.” 

Mr. Arnold’s short speech of intro- 
duction was greeted with applause, 
which was prolonged for several sec- 
onds when Governor Smith arose to 
speak. 

Veice Gives Him Troubie. 

The governor did not launch into 
his speéch with the force and vigor 
which formerly characterized his polit- 
ical addresses. His voice seemed to 
give him some trouble, and his tone, 
at the outset, was regulated more to 
the* well-modulated style of the lec- 
turer than to that of the stump 
speaker. His voice failed to carry t9 
all parts of the hall, and after the 
first few sentences he was interrupted 
by cries of “louder.” “Speak louder; 
we can't hear.” Later it swelled in 
volume and reached the far ends of 
tha hall. 

The efforts of those who tried to 
quiet the calls of “louder” caused a 
slight tumult, which the governor 
stille@ by raising his hand. Gradually 
his voice assumed its accustome4 
strength and carrying power, 
was given the closest attention to the 
end of his speech. 

He finished his address at 9:50 an 
walked through the center aisle to the 
door, shaking hands with several hun- 
dred admirers. 

The Cobb county delegation, num- 
bering about 250, left. on special cars 
at 10:30 for Marietta. 

Follows Waycross Speech. 

The speech cf Mr. Smith followed 
closely on the line of his address pre- 
pared for delivery at Waycross, 
which has been printed in full in The 
Constitution. He referred to his oppo- 
nents as the reactionaries, and to his 
supporters as the progressive demo- 
crats of the state of Georgia. He pre- 


dicted that he would sweep the state 


on August 23, sécuring 125,000 votes. 
In discussing the convict lease syS- 

tem, Mr. Smith paid his respects ‘Oo 

Jake Moore in rather vigorous lan- 


guage. 
“Tell ’em strong,” shouted one of his 


supporters.” 

“No, I do not intend to use strong 
language,” said the speaker. 

At 9:25 o’clock, after Mr. Smith had 
been speaking about forty minutes, he 
was interrupted by a large number of 
persons leaving the building, but their 
places were almost entirely filled by 
those who had been standing. As the 
speaker continued those in the rear 
seats, who could not hear distinctly, 
got up and left, but the house was well 
filled until the end. 

At the conclusion of his address Mr. 
Smith called on those who were for 
him to stand up. Practically every- 
body in the audience rose to their feet. 

Mr. Smith discussed the disfranchise- 
ment law’, the termination of the con- 
vict lease system, the increased powers 
granted the railroad ‘commission, the 
wtatus of the state treasury, the regis- 
tration law, payment of the school 
teachers and port rates. He touched 
on ail of them briefly. 

There were practically no interrup- 
tions and the speaker evidently had 
the crowd with him. 

Dented Brown's Legal Right. 


In discussing the Walker county in- 
cident, in which Governor Brown sent 
troops to quell what was represented 
as a state of riot, Mr. Smith denied 
Governor Brown's right to act without 
the approval of the civil authorities. 

“That sweet voice in Chattanooga 
called over the phone for troops, and 
the troops were sent,” he said. “True, 
the sheriff did not know anything 
about it. True, the law didn’t allow it. 
That voice must have had a very per- 
suasive sound.” 

He said the Brown supporters were 
claiming that the Brown administra- 
tion was responsible for 16.50-cent cot- 
ton. He denied that any spot cotton 
had ever sold for 16% cents and said 
that the price was just as high in Tex- 
as, where Governor Campbell, whom 
he called “a progressive democrat, like 
himself,” was governor, as in Georgia, 
where a reactionary was governor. 

As to foreign capital, former Gover- 
nor Smith said: “We want all the for: 
eign capital we can get, but we want 
it invested on a plan that it will-not 
take more out of Georgia than it puts 
in Georgia.”’ 

When he reached the question of the 
state’s educational system the crowd 
became restiess and Mr. Smith told a 
patriotic story of Dingler, a Spalding 
county boy, who fell on the field of 
Spottsylvania Courthouse clutching the 
flag of the Forty-fourth Georgia. 

Hie denounced the Brown- campaign 
as one of “deceit and sham, an appeal 
to ignorance and prejudice to overcome 
of emptiness.” 


Would Repeal Hall Rules. 


He predicted that the next state 
convention would be held in the Audi- 
torium-Armory and that it would re- 
peal the Hall rules for prorating the 
vote of a county. 

“Cons‘der,” he said, “the two years’ 
record. of the people and: then one 
year’s record of the reactionaries.” 

He referred to the disfranchisement 
amendment as having cut down the 
number of negro voters to less. than 
12,000. He said the registration law 
had stricken from the list the pur- 
chasable voter. 

He said floaters from Alabama were 
brought over to vote in Georgia. Ir 
Fulton county,. he said, 19.800 voters 
were regist4red two years ago, and 
only 165,000/ this year. The fault was 
not with t officers, he said, but witn 
the law. 

Referring to the railroad commis- 
sion law, he said the opposition pro- 
posed to reduce the membership of the 
commission and to cut off the places 
held by Murphy Candker and Judge 
George Hillyer.- If this were done, he 
said, it would Have but one friend of 
the people on the commission. 

To further impair the usefulness of 
the commission, he sad, the opposi- 
tion wanted to take from the commis- 
sien the supervision of bond issues and 
the right to regulate all public utility 
corporations except railroads. 

In discussing the state’s finances he 
said the state began with a surplus of 
$2,000,000, which was used up by Au-| 
gust il.

He denied that at the time the con- 
tracts were being discussed he had 
called up Congressman Creager on the 
telephone at Washington, asking for 
an appointment, but said Mr. Creager 
had called him up; Mr. Creager. pre- 
viously had testified that Hamon asked 
an appointment, at which the “inter- 
est’”’ in the contracts was spolen of. 

He denied he had ever said: 


Makes Sweeping Denials. 


“Dick, the senator is becoming 
mighty hard on his friends,’ in the 
presence of D. F. Gore, brother of Sen- 
ator Gore. D. F. Gore had testified 
that Hamon made the remark after the 
senator refused the alleged bribe. 

He denbeq that he had ever said: ‘TI 
want to make a lot of money, and 
don't care much how I make it,” in 
the presence of J. LeRoy Thompson, 
Senator Gore's stenographer. Thomp- 
son, previously had testified Hamon 
made the remark. 

Interrogating the witness, Congress- 
man E. W. Saunders, a member of the 
committee, said: 

“Now, Mr. Hamom, you have denied 
the testimony wf all cf the witnesses 
who have -preceded you. You have 
branded the assertions of the senator, 


his brother, his clerk and the congress-- 


man as being absolutely false. It 
would appear from your denials that a 
conspiracy had been entered into to 
grossly misrepresent you. How do you 
account for that?”’’ 

“That’s beyond my. power of con- 
jecture,’’ replied Hamon. “I never had 
one penny’s interest in the McMurray 
contracts and never offered a bribe to 
anyone. 


Saw Senator Gore Frequently. 


“It is barely possible that I did see 
Senator Gore on May 6 iast, wher he 
says the offer of a bribé wks madé. I 
Saw him frequently, but this time, I 
believe, he took me up into the library 
of the senate and closed the doors. He 
wanted to talk over with me his com- 
ing campaign and see hew I could help 
him out financially. Although I am a 
republican and he a democrat I was in 
the habit of helping him out.’’ 

“You and Senator Goré had been good 
friends, had you not?” asked Chair- 
man Burke. 

“Yes, I had known him as a friend 
for about nine years and had business 
dealings with him.’ 

Asked to explain some of his busi- 
ness dealings, Hamon said  severa! 
years ago at Lawton, Okla., when the 
government decided to.sell at public 
auction some lands belonging to the 
Indians, he, Senator Gore and others, 
entered into a combination not to bid 
against each other so that the propertv 
might be obtained cheaply.

Congressman  Milleh: “You knew 
that the proceeds from that sale were 
to go to the Indians: do you think 
that was honorable toward the In- 
dians?”

Explaining what he was doing in 
Washington at the time when Senator 
Gore said he was offering bribes, Ha- 
mon said he was attending, among other 
things, to the interests of Governor (. 
N. Haskell, of Oklahoma, who" was 
under federal indictment in the Mus- 
kogee town lot cases. Senator Gore 
had introduced a resolution asking that 
the senate committee that had been ap- 
pointed to investigate the ‘third degree’”’ 
methods practiced in various parts of 
the country be also empowered to in- 
vestigate the circumstances leading up 
to the indictment of Governor Haskell. 

More evidence from Senator Gore 
probably will be heard. The senator 
announced that he intended to accom- 
pany the committee to McAlester, where 
sessions wil} be held Monday. Senator 
Curtis and Congressman McGuire will 
probably testify tomorrow. 

Sherman Makes Another Statement.

Laying aside the paper, the 
vice president said: 

“I never heard my name. mentioned 
in connection with the contracts which 
were the subject of Senator “Gore's 
testimony yesterday. I never had 
any interest of any kind except the 
interest which I have had for years 
in the welfare of the Indians, and 
which I shall ever have in any Indian 
contract—no personal interest, I mean. 

No Interest in Indian Contract. 


“The story, so far as my name is 
concerned, is without any foundation 
whatever. If any person has said I 
had any interest in this or any other 
Indian contract he has stated what was 
not true.’ 

Mr. Sherman saiq@ he remembered 
having met Mr. Hamon four years ago 
during the campaign when Hamon 
called on him at Washington with a 
delegation from Oklahoma on a polit- 
ical mission. 

“T haven't seen him since,” continued 
the vice president. “I never had any 
convérsation with him regarding the 
McMurray contracts; and had no per- 
sonal interest in them in any way.” 

Mr. Sherman said he had heard noth- 
ing of the alleged attempt to bribe 
Senator Gore until] the latter’s declara- 
tion on the floor of the senate,’ and 
no names were mentioned at that time. 

Consideration for Gore. 

“J have endeavored always to show 
Senator Gore eyery consideration in 
the senate, as he is blind,” he said, 
“and I think the manly thing for him 
to have done, if my name was men- 
tioned in connection with the McMur- 
ray contracts, would have been to have 
informed me of the matter.” 

Senator Gore's sensational declara- 
tion to the senate just before adjourn- 
ment, that an attempt had been made 
to bribe him, was recalled by Mr. Sher- 
man, as was the vice president’s sub- 
sequent appointment of a committee to 
investigate the charges. 

Mr. Sherman expects to remain at 
the camp until Sunday, when he will 
return to Utica to attend to some bus- 
iness matters. 

Charges Vague, Says Curtis. 

Topeka, Kan., August .6.—United 
States Senator Cnariles Curtis left this 
afternoon ror Muskogee. 

Senator Curtis said before he left: 

“I shall tell the committee that 
President Taft sent for Vice President 
Sherman and myself in order to dis- 
cuss the Indian matter, and as a result 
of that conference, and acting on the 
advice of Mr. Sherman and myself, 
the president decided he would not 
open the rolls nor would he further 
consider the matter of placing his ap- 
troval on the contracts with the law- 
vers, McMurray and Long, for the big 
fee claimed in the sale of the Indian 
lands. The conferences with Pres:ident 
Taft should alone set at rest any fur- 
ther consideration of the vague 
charges made by Senator Gore in this 
matter. We have proof beyond the 
shadow of a doubt as to our standing 
in this case.”
